Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1971. 

The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending  order  were  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation,  105  cases  (A2^),  all  types  of  cancer,  53  cases 
(21^)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system,  39  cases  (l6^). 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  250,  of  these  118 
were  aged  75  and  over;  197  {.lW°)  were  aged  65  and  over  and  230  (92^) 
aged  55  and  over. 

The  water  undertaking  is  administered  by  the  North  ■Derbyshire 
Water  Board  and  Manchester  Corporation,  Results  of  sampling  are  sent 
regularly  to  this  office  and  the  closest  co-operation  has  been  c:.intained, 

8796  meals  were  provided  to  the  elderly  and  infirm  during  the 
year.  This  most  useful  service  is  provided  by  the  iii/.R.V.S,

Purposes  Committee,  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  to  the

In  my  second  Annual  Report  for  the  Chapel-en-le-Frith  Mobile  Physiotherapy 
Service  I v/ould  like  to  say  that  although  the  number  of  patients  treated  is 
slightly  dovm  on  the  first  nine  months,  a number  of  doctors  T;ho  have  not  previously 
availed  themselves  of  the  service  are  now  beginning  to  do  so,  I an  also  getting 
more  acute  cases  than  before. 

The  number  of  patients  in  areas  where  I an  treating  cases  is  much  the  sane 
as  last  year,  except  that  Hayfield  has  cone  more  into  the  picture,  vmth  a jump 
from  four  to  seventeen  patients.  Conditions  treated  are  by  and  large,  very 
similar  to  last  year's  report. 

As  I said  last  year,  the  v/ork  is  very  rewarding,  one  of  the  reasons  being 
that  the  patients,  almost  without  exception,  are  so  eager  to  improve.  They 
realise  that  a bi-weekly  visit  from  the  Physiotherapist  is  not  enough,  that  the 
practising  of  their  exercises  in  between  visits  is  really  what  counts.  They 
are  so  eager  to  show  you,  for  example,  v;hen  they  are  able  to  lift  their  am 
and  turn  the  tap  on,  when  they  could  not  do  it  two  weeks  back. 

Once  again  the  renowned  Peak  District  weather  has  not  lived  up  to  its 
reputation,  only  one  day  did  I encounter  any  trouble,  when  ilam  Tor  nearly 
defeated  me,  but  not  quite.

Senior  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report  on 
the  Environmental  Health  of  the  District  - 
1971 


I present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1971. 

Details  of  the  various  sections  of  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment are  given  with  comments  where  appropriate. 

During  the  year  the  volimie  of  work  required  to  be  under- 
taJcen  by  the  Department  has  increased.  Consequently,  the  Council 
wisely  decided  to  engage  a second  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

The  enforcement  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  relative  to 
Camping  and  Caravan  Sites  v/ithin  the  District  is  well  under  way. 

Due  to  the  inadequacies  of  the  Public  Health  Act  this  enforce- 
ment is  proving  time  consuming  and  expensive.  The  expected  new 
legislation  is  awaited  with  interest. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  Department  has  been  in  the  field  of 
Housing  and  particularly  in  the  improvement  of  the  older  stock. 

An  Improvement  Grant  Exhibition  was  held  during  the  year  at 
Chapel-en-le-Erith  and  some  direct  benefit  was  achieved  as  a 
result  of  this  effort.  Over  1,000  houses,  being  approximately 
one-sixth  of  the  privately  owned  houses  in  the  District,  have 
now  benefitted  from  the  improvement  grant  scheme  since  its 
inception  in  1954. 

During  the  year  control  of  the  majority  of  processes 
connected  with  the  Quarrying  Industry  has  passed  from  the  District 
Council  to  the  Alkali  Inspectorate.  The  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment now  works  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Alkali  Inspectorate. 

The  need  for  the  provision  of  mains  water  supplies  and 
sewerage  schemes  to  certain  villages  and  hamlets  within  the 
District  still  exists.  However,  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  progress  is  being  made  in  providing  mains  supplies  in  some 
of  the  most  needy  cases. 

Once  again  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Chief  Officers 
and  Staff  of  the  various  Departments  for  their  co-operation  during 
the  year.  To  the  Stsiff  of  the  Health  Department  are  my  thanks 
especially  due  for  their  support  and  enthusiasm  and  for  their 
assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the  sto.tistical  information 
contained  in  this  Report.

The  principal  activity  of  the  Health  Department  again  has 
been  in  the  field  of  pollution  from  the  Quarrying  Industry, 
Regular  observations  and  inspections  of  the  Quarries  were  made 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  and  representations  made  to 
the  Companies  as  appropriate. 

The  Alkali  etc.  Works  Order,  1971  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  July,  1971.  On  this  date  the  majority  of  processes 
at  certain  mineral  works  including  limestone  quarries,  became 
registrable  imder  the  Alkali  etc.  Works  Regulation  Act,  1906, 
The  effect  of  this  is  to  preclude  the  Council  from  taking 
action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  unless  the  consent 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  is  first  obtained.  The  role  of 
the  Health  Department  has  now,  therefore,  altered.  Complaints 
of  alleged  excessive  dust  depositions,  however,  continue  to  be 
received  v/hich,  after  obseiwation  and  confirmation,  are  passed 
to  the  appropriate  District  Alkali  Inspector, 

The  Department  continues  to  operate  the  Standard  Deposit 
Gauges  at  various  sites  in  the  District;  the  information 
obtained  therefrom  is  set  out  in  the  following  tables. 

Generally,  I believe  conditions  around  the  quarries  are 
improving,  but  there  are  certain  ’’blaclcspots”  which  must  be 
given  attention.  The  fact  that  a Company  may  be  claiming 
that  the  "best  practicable  means"  are  being  employed  to  control 
d\ist  or  smoke  emissions  is  no  consolation  to  those  people  who 
are  adversely  affected  by  the  firmes  and  dust. 

Two  applications  for  prior  approval  of  chimney  heights 
and  furnaces  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  v/ere  approved.

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Wtieve  adverse  results  v;ere  obtained  those  using  the  supply 
were  advised  to  boil  all  drinking  water  and,  where  appropriate, 
further  advice  v\^as  given  as  to  how  the  supply  may  be  rendered 
pure. 


13  samples  from  private  water  supplies  and  2 samples  from 
a public  supply  v/ere  taken  for  chemical  examination. 

The  villages,  hamlets  and  areas  known  as  Martinside  and 
Sittinglow,  Kingstemdale,  Cowdale,  Staden,  Higher  Crist, 
Brandside  and  Chisworth  are  still  without  piped  wa.ter  supplies. 
Reference  has  been  made  of  the  need  of  these  villages  in  previous 
Reports.  However,  during  the  year  it  was  learned  that  the 
Martinside  and  Sittinglow  Scheme  is  shortly  to  be  implemented, 
Furthermore,  at  the  request  of  the  Council,  which  has  agreed  to 
provide  guarantees,  rural  water  supply  schemes  are  being  prepared 
for  Higher  Crist  and  Chisworth, 

A serious  water  shortage  arose  in  Chapel-en-le-Frith  during 
the  simmer  which  has  prompted  the  North  Derbyshire  Y/ater  Board  to 
arrange  to  supplement  the  local  supplies  with  water  from  Buxton, 
This  scheme  is  being  carried  out  concurrent  v/ith  the  Martinside 
and  Sittinglow  Scheme.

The  Council  continued  its  efforts  to  regularise  the  use  of 
land  in  Edale  as  caravan  sites  by  requesting  the  operators  to 
obtain  the  relevant  consents.  This  problem  is  integrated  v/ith 
tented  camping  which  in  turn  is  connected  v/ith  the  tourism  in 
the  Valley.  Daily  inspections,  including  weekends,  were  carried 
out  of  all  known  sites  between  April  and  September.  One 
prosecution  was  successfully  taken  under  Section  1 of  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960. 

The  Council  began  to  license  tented  comping  sites  during  the 
year.  The  daily  inspections  of  the  Imown  sites  were  continued 
with  a view  to  bringing  all  regularly  used  comping  sites  into 
control. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SETORAGE 

The  parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Prith  (including  Dove  Holes), 
Chinley,  Hayfield,  Charlesworth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale 
and  the  hamlets  of  Simmondley  and  Barber  Booth  are  provided 
with  sev/erage  schemes. 

Work  on  the  Hope  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme  and  Bridgeholme 
Green  Sludge  Digestion  plant  continued  during  the  year.  A 
sewerage  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  villages  of  Sparrowpit 
and  Peak  Forest,  which  it.  is  hoped  will  be  implemented  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible.  Until  the  sewer  is  available  the 
provision  of  standard  amenities  at  the  majority  of  cottages  in 
the  villages  is  impracticable.

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  authorised  Petroleum 
Officers  under  the  above  Act,  carrying  out  inspections  of 
existing  and  new  installations  based  upon  the  current  Code 
of  Principles.  At  the  31st  December  there  were  45 
licensed  premises.  17  petrol  storage  tanks  were  pressure 
tested  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Control 
covers  such  items  as  the  number  of  dogs/ cats  which  are  allowed 
to  be  kept,  the  suitability  of  accommodation  for  the  animals 
and  for  the  storage  of  food,  protection  of  the  animals  in 
the  case  of  infection,  suitable  fire  precautions  and  the 
licensee  shall  at  all  times  keep  a register  of  all  animals 
on  the  premises. 


GYPSIES  AND  OTHER  TRAVELLERS 


Groups  of  itinerants  again  stayed  in  the  District  during  the 
year  but  only  for  short  periods  of  time.  No  problems  were 
experienced. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council's  Rodent  Officer  has  effectively  dealt 
with  all  reported  infestations  of  both  vermin  and  insects 
made  to  the  Department  during  the  year.  Domestic  premises 
are  treated  free  of  charge.  A charge  is  made  for 
industrial  and  commercial  premises,  however,  either  £8  or 
£4,  depending  upon  the  nature  and/or  size  of  the  business 
or  trade.  After  the  Goimcil  has  been  engaged  to  carry  out 
a treatment  the  charge  covers  all  treatments  carried  out 
during  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Rodent  Officer's  duties  also  include  the  control 
of  vermin  and  insects  on  the  Council's  refuse  tips,  sewage 
works, etc.,  the  releasing  of  blockages  on  domestic  drainage 
systems  and  generally  assisting  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
in  carrying  out  their  duties. 

An  extension  of  the  Bamford  Rat  Eree  Area  was  made 
during  the  year  to  include  Hope,  Gas tie ton,  Brough, 

Thornhill  and  Shatton. 

Sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in 
Chapel-en-le-Erith,  Hope  and  Bamford.
